Death has claimed during the past year three former 
town officials who served the community for several years. 


WILLIAM W. WINDLE 

died suddenly at his Summer home in Nantucket September 
8, 1936 at the age of 65 years. He was born in Millviile 
and had been a resident of this town 64 years. He was 
prominent in town affairs and served on the board of se- 
lectmen from 1908 to 1912. Mr. Windle aided all projects 
that were for the betterment of the town and community 
and the loss of him has been and will continue to be keenly 
felt by all citizens. 

He was president and treasurer of the W. W. Windle Co. 
of this town. He was in his earlier days a noted bicycle 
rider and at one time held the world’s championship as a 
high wheel bicycle rider. He also gave to the town the field 
which is known as Windle Field. 


HERMAN J. MOLT 
a resident of Millbury for 74 years died at his home on 
Hamilton Street, October 1, 1986. He was born in New 
York City and was 77 years of age. He served the town 
as selectman from 1906 to 1911. 

He was associated for several years with Molt Bros. 
Indigo Works, formerly located on Riverlin street, and also 
served in several important committees that have been a 
benefit to the town. 


THOMAS HILL 

of Providence street was killed by an automobile in front 
of his home, December 5, 1986. He was 67 years of age and 
was born in Sutton. He came to Millbury when he was one 
year old and had resided here since. At one time he served 
the town as highway surveyor for a period of seven years 
and was a former member of the fire department. He was 
widely known as a contractor. 


Report of Selectmen 


To the Voters of the Town of Millbury: 


Your Selectmen herein present the Reports of the various 
Town Officers for the Year ending December, 1936. 


During the past year your Selectmen received the same 
whole hearted support and cooperation of the Heads of the 
several Departments that they have in the past, and for 
this we wish to express our sincere appreciation. 


Working in conjunction with the other Department 
Heads, your Selectmen have carried on the work begun un- 
der the W. P. A. Administration earlier in the year, and 
have successfully completed the program set up under the 
direction of the W. P. A. Administrator for this District. 
A substantial decrease in the number of unemployed persons 
in the:'Town has been effected by means of these projects 
and it is the object of your Selectmen to bring about a fur- 
ther decrease through the employment of new W. P. A. 
Projects for the coming year. The projects completed this 
year have all been of a constructive nature and the Town has 
received a permanent benefit thereby. 


In the work of administering aid and distributing Gov- 
ernment Supplies and Clothing, together with the carrying 
on of the other duties of the Board of Public Welfare, 
your Selectmen were ably assisted by Adolphus L. Martin, 
Welfare Agent, and your Selectmen express their apprecia- 
tion of his efforts. 


Report of Board of Public Welfare 


To the Voters of the Town of Millbury: 


For details of the disbursements and receipts of this 
department see Auditor’s Report. 


The Report of the Charlton Home Farm Association 
will be found on another page of this book. 


During 1936 we aided on Temporary Aid at various 
times 170 families representing 719 persons and 42 single 
residents. Of this number 58 were aided as State cases, 
and 26 were aided as settled in other cities and towns. 
Twenty-five cases were aided out of town having a Mill- 
bury settlement. We also have 8 cases at the Charlton 
Town Farm. 


Our Welfare case load increased in the last five months 
due to short time and labor trouble in Private Industries. 
We secured labor for several men on the construction of 
the new Providence and Worcester road which has 
helped to keep our expenses within our appropriation 
which is less than the past four years. 


The Old Age Assistance Law was changed beginning 
September 1, 1936 changing the age from 70 to 65 and 
our case load increased considerably. During the year 
we aided 96 cases. Fifteen cases have been closed due 
to death, removed to institution, moved to other towns, ete. 
making our present case load 81. Our appropriation of 
$14,000 would not have taken care of all these cases 
without the reimbursement now received from the Fed- 
eral Government. 


Eight cases representing 35 persons were aided under 
the Mothers’ Aid Law supervised by the State Dept. of 
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Public Welfare. Beginning with January 1, 1937 this law 
has been amended and will now be known as The Aid 
to Dependent Children and it will be necessary to have 
a separate appropriation as reimbursements from the 
Federal Government will be returned directly to that 
account same as Old Age Assistance. 


I wish to take this opportunity of thanking the Board 
of Selectmen for their co-operation and everyone who, by 
giving employment or by any other way, helped to re- 
duce the expenditures of this department. 


Board of Survey 


At the Annual 'Town Meeting held February 8, 1936, the 
Town acting on Article 12 of the Warrant for that meeting 


voted to accept the provisions of Section 73 of Chapter 41 - 


of the General Laws enabling your Selectmen to act as a 
Board of Survey for the Town. 


The duties of a Board of Survey consist of regulating the 
construction and laying out of public and private ways in 
the Town, and as many of the 'Town’s people are not famili- 
ar with the procedure which must be followed after such a 
Board has been established, your Selectmen wish to take 
this opportunity to briefly setforth the regulations required 
by Law regarding the laying out of streets and ways and 
the acceptance of such streets and ways by the Town. 


After the establis&ment of a Board of Survey no person 
may open a private way for public use without first submit- 
ting to the Board suitable Plans in accordance with such 
rules and regulations as the Board may prescribe: 


Upon the receipt of said Plans with a Petition for their 
approval the Board is then required to give a public hear- 
ing to the Petitioners; 


Notice of this Hearing must be published once a week 
for two weeks in the local Newspaper ; 


After the Hearing the Board may suggest changes to be 
made in such Plans and may determine the width and the 
grades necessary for the proper laying out of said way; 


When the Plans have been finally approved by the Board 
they are then signed by the members of the Board and filed 
in the office of the Town Clerk, and the street or way for

which the Petition was filed must be layed out or construct- 
ed strictly in accordance with those Plans. 


The Statutes further specify that after the establish- 
ment of a Board of Survey in a Town if any person shall 
open a private road for public use without first complying 
with the above regulations and without the approval in 
writing of the Board of Survey neither the Town nor any 
other Public Authority shall place any public sewer, drain, 
or lights on, or do any public construction work of any kind 
or make repairs on such private way. 


The Selectmen therefor urge all persons, interested in 
having the 'Town accept as a public way, a street or road in 
which they are interested or on which they live, to file the 
proper Plans and specifications with them in order that the 
Board may take proper action in acordance with the regula- 
tions imposed by Statute on the Board.

The Engineers appointed by your board met and organ- 
ized as follows: 


William D. Horne—Chief 
Joseph EK. Army—First Assistant and Clerk 
Richard F. Gillert—Second Assistant 


During the year No. 1 Company answered 91 Bell 
Alarms, 39 being False and 21 Still Alarms. No. 2 Com- 
pany answered 66 Bell Alarms, 18 being False and 14 
Still Alarms. The number of False Alarms remains about 
the same as in previous years. The Engineers are in 
hopes that this number will decrease before some serious 
accident occurs. 


We have a very favorable report on fire loss this year 
and wish to take this opportunity to thank the public for 
cooperating with the fire department in disposing of 
rubbish and being careful in the storage of oil which is 
our greatest fire hazard at present. 


We have installed one new fire alarm box at the New 
England High Carbon Wire Company, which enables 
them to sound an alarm quicker and the department can 
respond sooner. Owing to the large amount of oil being 
used at this plant it is necessary to arrive as soon as 
possible. 


On account of our Pullmotor being worthless, we have 
purchased a new Clark Duplex Inhalator carrying two

oxygen tanks which will be placed at No. 1 station head- 
quarters. This is used in many cases such as drowning, ~ 
electrocution, gassed etc. In case of any such accident 
report to fire department at once. 


Just a few reminders for a better fire record for the 
coming year. Dispose of all rubbish immediately, have 
your chimneys cleaned once a year, be careful for the 
storage of oil, secure your oil permit before installing 
burner. In case of fire, remove oil bottle if possible from 
the burner. Do not use to heavy a fuse in your electric 
system.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I am pleased to submit my report for the year ending 
December 31, 19386. 


In addition to my regular routine work the following 
jobs have been completed: 


A bridge was constructed on Cross Street at the Daniels 
farm, so called. A special appropriation of $800.00 was 
allotted for this job. Two catch basins and curbing were 
installed on Miles Street, near Himilton. $675.00 was 
appropriated for this work. On Providence Street a 
macadam shoulder 3 feet wide was constructed on the 
right side of the road from Sutton town line to a distance 
of 3000 feet. This job was done under Chapter 90 Main- 
tenance work. Doherty Road was widened and re- 
graveled from Millbury Avenue to approximately one- 
half the distance of the road. $750.00 was allotted for 
this piece of work. 


Maple Street was resurfaced with 2 applications of oil, 
a distance of 3-10 miles. Riverlin Street was surfaced 
with 2 applications of oil from Providence Street to Hill 
Brothers residence, a distance of 1-5 miles. McCracken 
Road was surfaced with 2 applications of oil from Green- 
wood Street to Albert Allaire’s residence, a distance of 
2-5 miles. North Grafton Road was surfaced with two 
applications of oil from Buck Brothers Company for a 
distance of one mile, or one-half the distance of the road 
from Buck Brothers Company to Grafton town line. This: 
road was widened and graveled under the Farm to Mar- 
ket program, thus making it possible to tar-surface it. 
Park Hill was surfaced with two applications of oil from 
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top of hill to the South West cutoff, a distance of one 
mile. South Main Street was resurfaced with two appli- 
cations of oil from John McCrea’s residence to Sutton 
town line, a distance of 9-10 miles. 


It was under the supervision of the W. P. A. that both 
South Main Street and Park Hill were widened and grav- 
eled, thus making it possible to tar surface them. There- 
fore I wish to take this opportunity to express my appre- 
ciation to the W. P. A. for their fine cooperation on those 
roads which we both worked on. Also under W. P. A. 
jurisdiction the following work was done: Two culverts 
were installed on Riverlin Street. Two more were in- 
stalled on Tainter Hill. Two catch basins were installed 
on Maple Street. About 3-4 of the Auburn Road was 
widened and graveled, and the Davis Road was also 
widened and graveled. So much for W. P. A. 


On flood relief work last spring more than $8,000.00 
was expended by the Highway Department. Although 
an additional $8,000.00 was appropriated and added to 
my original appropriation. The roads were in much 
worse condition than they were previous to the flood. 


I might add, at this time, that the town roller was 
rented to the town of Sutton for 3 days and the $60. 00 
received went into the town treasury.

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Report of Special Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen and Town of Millbury: 


The special committee on Sidewalks appointed at the 
1936 annual Town Meeting, to prepare a report together 
with other matter on the sidewalk situation in our town, 
do hereby submit its report for your consideration and 
action. 


Your committee deem it inadvisable for the town to 
undertake a plan to cover the whole town in a single 
comprehensive project at this time, except only and if 
Federal or State funds be contributed for the work. Every 
possible effort should be made to obtain such aid if it be 
available. 


If such financial aid cannot be obtained then your 
committee recommend that the plan to provide sidewalks 
shall be done progressively by successive annual appro- 
priations considering various sections of the town indi- 
vidually according to their relative needs and traffic 
importance. Instances of such sectional needs will be 
pointed out hereinafter. 


In its report your committee will endeavor to picture 
the sidewalk conditions in town as disclosed by a survey. 
Many sidewalks are so designated merely by courtesy, 
as they are hardly recognizable as sidewalks because of 
their dilapidated state, while others are mere foot paths 
bordering the streets. 


Space forbids a detailed statement of the conditions 
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disclosed, but an outline of such appears in the record 
which follows:

Prospect Street—Hamilton to Lindy Street, gravel, 4-10 
miles. 


Hamilton Street—From Prospect Street to Howe Avenue, 
part sidewalk, gravel, 2-10 miles. 


Howe Avenue—F ull length to Millbury Avenue, gravel, 
new construction, 1-10 miles. 


Millbury Avenue—Howe Avenue intersection to end of 
state road, gravel, 1 2-10 miles; thence to city line, 
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no walks. From Howe Avenue south to Riverlin 
Street, no walks. 


Riverlin Street—From Millbury Avenue to Buck Bros. 
plant, part gravel walks, 2-10 miles. From Howe 
Avenue junction to Grafton Street, gravel with short 
sections of cement walk, 5-10 miles. 


Grafton Street—Both sides street, Riverlin Street inter- 
section to New England Power Company station, 
gravel, almost invisible, 7-10 miles. From Riverlin 
Street intersection to Providence Street, cement, 2-10 
miles. 


Canal Street—From North Main to Howe Avenue inter- 
section, cement 1-10 miles; thence to Elm Street 
junction, east side gravel, 1-10 miles, west side, 
North Main Street to Elm Street junction, gravel, 
2-10 miles. 


Providence Street—From bridge to Power station, gravel 
5-10 miles. 
Pearl Street—Both sides street, gravel, 1-10 miles. 


Maple Street—From Providence Street to Coral Street, 
both sides street, cement, 3-10 miles. Coral to South 
Main Street north side, cement, 4-10 miles. South 
side gravel. 

South Main Street—One side from R. R. crossing to G. 
W. Rice place, gravel, 4-10 miles. 

Sycamore Street—South Main to Rhodes Street a short 
section, gravel, balance of road, no walks, 3-4 miles. 

Rhodes Street—Both sides, West Main to end of street, 
gravel 2-10 miles. 

Total approximate length of sidewalk needs, 15 1-2 
miles. All lengths given are approximations. 

Your committee submits the following recommenda- 
tions: 
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That the town proceed to complete all incomplete 
cement sidewalks particularly on our main thorough- 
fares. These would include Elm Street from the A & P 
Store to the Town Library. From the A. D. Windle resi- 
dence to the Dr. Desy residence. West Main Street from 
the new highway construction to Gould Street intersec- 
tion. From Engine 2 building, Bramanville to West End 
Thread factory. South Main Street from Masonic Block 
to Maple Street, all to be of cement construction as re- 
ferred to. 


South Main Street, from R. R. crossing to Geo. W. Rice 
residence, gravel walks. 


North Main Street from Summer Street to Orchard 
Street westerly side, cement construction. 


Burbank Street from the square to school house, 
cement. 


In conclusion the committee desire to point out that by 
reference to the survey herein recorded it will be noted 
many much travelled streets have gravel sidewalks, or 
apologies therefor, while other important streets have 
practically no walks. ‘Such streets should be provided 
with adequate sidewalks of suitable construction to assure 
maximum service. | 


Your committee further recommends that all sidewalks 
undertaken under these suggestions, whether new, ex- 
tensions, or linking up of partially completed sections, 
be constructed under the supervision of the town High- 
way Surveyor with the approval of the Selectmen and 
such committee or committees as the Town may deem it 
advisable to appoint in the matter. 


The committee have found no need to draw on the 
appropriation provided at the annual Town Meeting for 
its use. An unexpended balance of One Hundred Dol- 
lars is, therefore, returned to the Town Treasury.

Petition of the Selectmen of the Town of Millbury, 
complaining of rates for water shown in schedule filed 
by the Millbury Water Company, effective October 1, 
1936. 


This is a complaint by the Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Millbury against the rates charged for water 
for fire protection by the Town and shown in a schedule 
filed by the Millbury Water Company. The proposed 
rates, as set forth in two schedules, increased the price 
from $65 per hydrant to $104 per hydrant for the three 
months from October 1, 1936, to January 1, 1937, (M.D. 
P. U. No. 6) and at the rate of $75 per year thereafter 
(M.D.P.U. No. 7). Pending a decision by the Depart- 
ment on this complaint, the proposed rates stated in 
M.D.P.U. No. 6 have been suspended from time to time 
until January 1, 1937. 


On December 27, 1935, (D.P.U. 4932) the Depart- 
ment issued an order based on a complaint of the Select- 
men of Millbury, against certain increases in the rates of 
the company, proposed at that time, and _ established 
new rates to be charged to consumers, including those for 
public fire protection. These were deemed sufficient, in 
the opinion of the Department, to give the Millbury 
Water Company enough aditional revenue to earn a 
profit, after payment of necessary expenses and costs. 


At the public hearing, held by the Commissioners on 
October 8, 1936, it was stated by representatives of the 
company that its income still falls short of that which 
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was expected in the rates established as of January 1, 
1936, the effective date of D. P. U. 4932. One of the 
reasons ascribed for this failure in anticipated revenue, 
supported by testimony at the hearing, is that the Town 
of Millbury, through its Board of Assessors, has increased 
the assessed valuation of the water company’s property 
resulting in an increased tax payment by the company in 
the amount of $862.40 per year. 


The company thereupon filed schedules of rates as 
above set forth and at the hearing stated that the action 
of the Assessors had caused a serious depletion in reve- 
nue, which they asked to be made up by increasing the 
rate. In its order of December 27, 1935, the Department 
stated, with reference to a proposed increase in the rate 
per hydrant for fire protection service: 


“The proposed annual charge of $100 per 
hydrant for fire protection is unreasonable, in 
our opinion. We believe, and so order, that 
for hydrants, no more than $65 per year should 
be charged.” 


This order of the Department was, of course, based 
upon all of the factors bearing upon the case at the time 
it was issued, including consideration of the then valua- 
tion of the water company’s property. The Commis- 
sioners still are of the opinion that a rate of $100 or more, 
per hydrant, is too high, but in view of the increased 
annual charge to the company, by virtue of the higher 
tax assessment, we think the company is entitled to a 
greater income. 


The Commission, up to the time of its decision of De- 
cember 27, 1935, received no intimation of any kind that 
an increase in the taxable valuation of the plant of the 
Millbury Water Company was then pending or in contempla- 
tion. 
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We are further of the opinion that, inasmuch as the 
company must bear the increased tax imposed by the Asses- 
sors in 1936, under all the circumstances in this case, a 
charge of $80 per hydrant per year is just and reasonable 
for the maintenance of the Town’s public fire protection. 

Accordingly, after public hearing and consideration, 
it is : 

ORDERED, That until further order, the schedule of rates 
filed by the Millbury Water Company effective October 1, 
1936, (M. D. P. U. No. 6) be and hereby is changed, by 
substituting eighty dollars ($80) for the item of one hun- 
dred and four dollars ($104) per hydrant per year, and that 


the schedule of rates filed by said company effective January 
1, 19387 (M. D. P. U. Nilo. 7) be and hereby is cancelled.

Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Millbury: 


Your school committee herewith submits its annual re- 
port. The financial statement showing the amount of ap- 
propriations and a detailed account of the expenditures, 
the report of the superintendent, the principal of the High 
School and supervisors and instructors contain such a full 
account of the progress of the schools during the past year 
that it would be repetition on the part of your committee 
to endeavor to review briefly the reports or condense them. 
These various reports are well worth your consideration and 
reading. 

We wish to congratulate Mr. C. C. Ferguson, the super- 
intendent, upon the rounding out of a quarter of a century 
of successful work as superintendent of the Millbury Public 
Schoois. 

The schools have continued their successful career. By 
examination of the reports you will see that in many in- 
stances students of the Millbury High School have in com- 
petition won honors and prizes in a very marked degree. In 
one particular instance they have won more prizes for the 
honor of the Millbury High School than the students of all 
the other high schools together, who were in competition 
with them. 

Your committee has endeavored to expend the moneys 
appropriated for school purposes as economically as pos- 
sible. The cost per pupil of maintaining the schools con- 
tinues to be much lower than the average for the State and 
lower than most of the towns having approximately the 
same population. 

During the year it was discovered that the west wall 
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of the Union Building was sadly in need of repairs. This 
building, as you know, was a sort of make-shift construc- 
tion. The old Union Building, a four room building, was 
almost totally destroyed by fire. Then plans were submit- 
ted by which part of the old construction, which includes 
this west wall, was used in the new construction of the pres- 
ent six room building. It appears that the brick work has 
been loosened and is out of plumb. This may have been 
caused by the force of the explosions due to blasting in the 
construction of the new highway, but whatever the cause 
of the condition is, it should be remedied. It will probably 
cost about $500. but the sum cannot be definite because in 
repair jobs of that kind it many times happens that during 
the progress of repairs discoveries are made of other poor 
conditions that ought to be taken care of. 

As usual the cooperation of the entire teaching staff 
with the superintendent and the committee has continued. 
Your committee has endeavored by advice and direction to 
assist in the school work. Harmonious action is more con- 
ducive to good results than a dictatorial policy on the part 
of the personel. 

The committee wishes to thank the taxpayers who have 
borne the burden of the school expenditures and also all 
who have assisted, either financially or through their efforts, 
in the welfare of the public schools.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my twenty-fith annual report and 
the forty-seventh in the series of reports by the Millbury 
School Superintendents. 


In this nearly a quarter of a century we have seen 
great changes in our schools. Conveyance by horse-driven 
vehicles and by electric cars has disappeared. The coal 
stove has gone from the school rooms and even the coal fur- 
naces and boilers are being replaced by those using oil as 
fuel. The then common outdoor earth toilet has been suc- 
ceeded by indoor flush toilets. Lighting, ventilation, and 
sanitation allowable then would no longer be tolerated in 
the building of today. Electric lighting of school houses 
then unusual has become practically universal now. The 
old unadjustable seats have given place to adjustable and 
movable ones. 


We are thinking now far more about the physical well- 
being of children than then as is proven by our many clinics 
for the help of the handicapped, by the employment of 
school nurses and physical training instructors, by our im- 
proved means for testing sight and hearing, by our better 
lighting, ventilating, and seating of pupils, by the many 
other ways we are employing to safeguard health and to 
safeguard also against accident. 


Laboratories and equipment for experimental work in 
physics, chemistry and biology are far better. Maps and 
charts for illustration are in greater supply and much finer. 
Pictorial instruction is much more used in teaching, for 
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moving pictures have now come into very general use. The 
radio also is now a valuable aid to instruction. A much bet- 
ter commercial training is given with improved methods, 
with improved equipment, and with the use of other ma- 
chines besides the typewriter, such as the ediphone, the 
adding machine, the calculating machine, the ditto, the ro- 
tary mimeograph, etc. 


Manual training, sewing, and drawing with us are far 
better equipped for effective work not only with tools and 
materials, but with several electric motor driven machines 
such as sewing machine, circular saw and plane, lathe, jig- 
saw and drill. Elsewhere there has been great development 
in courses in cooking and in means of providing school 
lunches. Our lack of sufficient school room has prevented 
our doing this most desirable work which has been recom- 
mended for more than twenty-five years. 


The junior high school has come with its consolidation 
of all its school pupils in one building along with depart- 
mental instruction and homogeneous grouping as well as an 
opportunity for all the improved privileges given in the 
manual, health, civic and physical training activities devel- 
oped there. 


Three new buildings have been built, one torn down, 
two closed, four additional rooms rented and all the other 
buildings remodeled, redecorated and with their grounds re- 
graded. A splendid athletic ground, the Windle Field, has 
been graded and placed under the jurisdiction of the School 
Committee. 


One could go on and enumerate many ways in which 
the years have brought to the schools improvement. We 
have been fortunate in having allthe time good teachers, 
in having school committees who have given unusually long 
and helpful service, and in having a harmonious cooperation 
among all, school committee, superintendent, teachers, par- 
ents, and pupils.

The purchase of an electric sewing machine 
for the sewing department, of a Delta Motor 
Drill Press with an electric motor for manual 
training, a mimeoscope, classroom teachers’ 
printing press, and an ediphone for the commer- 
cial department, charts for French and biology. 


The Broadcasting of radio plays has been con- 
tinued over WTAG by groups of High School 
pupils. Other Worcester County High Schools 
competing are Oxford, Auburn, Shrewsbury, 
Westboro, Southbridge, Webster, and West Boyl- 
ston: 


W. P. A. work has been done in finishing the 
decoration of the Providence Street and Dorothy 
Manor Schools. Under the W. P. A. bookbind- 
ing project many books have been rebound. 
Projects also have been approved for the dieco- 
ration of the interior of the High School, for re- 
building one of the retaining walls of the High 
School grounds, and for continuing the wall, 
sidewalk and fence on the Pearl Street side of 
the Providence Street School to the driveway. 
A concrete floor has been placed in a basement 
room at the Dorothy Manor School. 


Arrangements have been made for the testing 
of the hearing of all school children with the 
audiometer within a few weeks. No expendi- 
ture of money is involved. 


Our pupils in the annual stenography and type- 
writing contest for Worcester County High 
Schools again were very successful. Out of fif- 
teen awards for which they contested they won 
eight or more than all the other High Schools to-

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gether. Miss Ruth Leavitt and Miss Margaret 
Donovan were the teachers who made possible 
this splendid result. 

In the annual S. P. C. A. state wide poster con- 
test for pupils from grades 4 to 12, our children 
won the largest number of awards we have ever 
received—32 first, 31 second, and 33 third, or 96 
in all. We received 70 awards in 1935. 


Our graduates in college and other schools con- 
tinue to maintain creditable records. Several 
completed their college courses in June at Holy 
Cross, at Worcester Polytechnic Institute, at 
Smith, at Radcliffe, at Worcester State Teachers 
College and at Regis. 


The percentage of failure in all our schools has 
been relatively small. In June 42 of our 941 ele- 
mentary school pupils or 4% failed of promotion. 
In the High School the percent was even small- 
er. This would seem to indicate that homogene- 
ous grouping and special attention to the needs 
of slower minded children had been productive 
of good results. 


Only one of our full time teachers, Miss Ruth 
Leavitt who had given very superior service, 
left during the year. Miss Marie Walsh, a 
graduate of Boston University, with several 
years of experience, was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. Miss Jane Sullivan, after several years 
of very superior work as physical training su- 
pervisor, resigned to teach in the Worcester 
schools in 1937. Her place will be taken by her 
sister, Mary Sullivan, a graduate of the Sargent 
School of Physical Education of Boston Univer- 
sity.

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A falling off in school membership of about 50, 
mostly in Grade I and in the High School, pos- 
sibly due in the former to a fall in birth rate and 
in the latter, to better opportunities for employ- 
ment. 


Due to the insufficient supply of water at the 
West Millbury School for the toilets, an artesian 
well should be bored there to provide for this 
lack. The cost would be from $400 to $600 de- 
pending upon the depth it will be necessary to 
go for water.

Placement of storm windows on rear rooms of 
High School. This should reduce the cost of 
heating as well as make these rooms more com- 
fortable in cold weather. 


The bus drivers have purchased larger busses 
so that they can now carry all conveyance chil- 
dren along their routes. Heretofore it has been 
necessary for many pupils to come on the Wor- 
cester Street Railway busses. This additional 
cost will now be saved. 


In five buildings—the High, Union, Burbank, 
Dorothy Manor, and the East Millbury—the use 
of coal has been replaced with that of oil. 5,000 
gallon tanks for oil have been provided for each 
building. The cost of heating even including 
installation of burners and tanks for the next 
three years should not be materially higher than 
for coal. After three years the cost should be 
less than for coal. Our buildings now will be 
much cleaner and work of the janitors will be 
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greatly reduced as far as shoveling coal and at- 
tending to fires is concerned. They will also 
have much more time to give to keeping their 
buildings clean. The contract was given to W. 
Paul Harris of this town.

(1) ToDr. A. L. V. Sharon for his annual prize to the 
pupil of the eighth grade writing the best essay on “The 
Care of the Teeth.”

We are also indebted to it for conveying a num- 
ber of children to Hahnemann Hospital and meeting the 
expense there incurred for removal of tonsils and adenoids 
and correction of sight, etc. 


(3) Tothe Board of Health for sponsoring the Dental 
Clinic and to the District Nursing Association for the dis- 
tribution of pasteurized milk to the various schools and 
meeting part of the expense involved. The benefits derived 
have been very great. 


(4) To the Millbury Woman’s Club for the gift of a 
$100 College Scholarship to a graduate of the Millbury High 
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School. The scholarship for 1936-7 was awarded to Dorothy 
Ryan who entered Carlton College. 


Because we have not received the usual State report of 
expenditures of cities and towns of Massachusetts for 
1935-36 to date, we are not able to present the comparative 
costs that have been given for the last few years; there- 
fore we are presenting the figures only for the receipts and 
expenditures for the calendar year of 1936.

Therefore, as seen by the above table, the actual cost 
to the town of the schools was $72,666.14 and not the 
$87,987.54 expended by the School Department. These 
various reimbursements to the town for School expenditures 
amounted to over $12 per pupil for the December registra- 
tion. The State reimbursements fcr teachers’ salaries was 
22 per cent or over one fifth of the total amount spent for 
these by Millbury.

I have the honor of submitting my eighth annual report 
as Principal of the Millbury High School. 

A slight decrease in the school enrollment this year en- 
abled us to return the sewing and drawing classes to their 
regular room and dispense with the use of the school hall 
for these classes. Besides greatly facilitating instruction 
in these subjects, this arrangement has made the problem 
of disciplinary supervision much easier. 

Due to the hearty cooperation of the superintendent, we 
were able this year to round out the business course by 
installing office practice equipment. This latest acquisition 
will be of immense service to those pupils who, upon finish- 
ing their High School course, enter the business world. In 
the past, lack of office practice has handicapped many of our 
graduates in obtaining positions. 

This year 88 out of the 107 freshmen elected the commer- 
cial course. Thus the tendency away from the classical 
course which we noted last year was further accentuated. 
The commercial course lost the valued services of Miss Ruth 
Leavitt. Her classes now are capably instructed by Miss 
Marie Walsh, who comes to us with three years’ experience 
in commercial work.

I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Physical Education in the Millbury Public Schools. 

Of the three days spent in Millbury, one day of each week 
is devoted to the elementary school program which consists 
of posture work, light gymnastics and recreation. For re- 
creation in the lower grades, singing games story plays and 
folk dances are taught. In the upper grades games of a 
higher organization are used. 

In the Senior and Junior High School our intra-mural 
program is carried on during the class periods. Every stu- 
dent is on a team and participates in each activity. There 
are twenty-four teams in all—twelve in the Junior High and 
twelve in the Senior High School. 

Our after-school activities are basketball and tennis. 

Forty-eight girls answered the call for varsity basketball. 
Six games were played. 

Thirty girls signed up for tennis instruction and twenty 
entered the tournament which was won by Lucille Lacou- 
ture. . 

More outside activities could be undertaken if we had the 
facilities. 

A tennis court would allow more students to participate 
and would provide a longer playing season. Tennis is an 
excellent carry-over game. 

Hockey equipment would provide activity for a large 
number of girls. 

I wish to thank you, Mr. Ferguson, and all who have so 
willingly co-operated with me in my work.

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Report of Supervisor of Sewing

Dear Sir: 


I have again the pleasure of submitting my annual re- 
port as Supervisor of Clothing in the Millbury Schools. 


The clothing course is divided into three parts. The sev- 
enth grade classes doing all hand work, the eighth grade 
classes using the sewing machines entirely and the high 
school doing all advance work. 


The seventh grades are the beginners. Their work 
consists of simple elementary stitches which they learn and 
apply to the articles they make and decorate. Sewing en- 
sembles consisting of a sewing bag, needlecase and pin- 
cushion which are used throughout their Junior and Senior 
high school work, are made in this grade. Toward the end 
of the year they start familiarizing themselves with the 
sewing machine by learning all the parts and their uses. 


This machine work is continued and taken up more tho- 
roughly in the eighth grades. All their work now, which 
consists of articles of clothing, is done by machine. Learn- 
ing the care and use of the sewing machine this way, helps 
those who are to continue sewing in high school and also 
give those who are not, a practical knowledge of the machine 
which will be of value to them. As supplementary work a 
handbook is assembled in which many different types of 
commercial finishings and shortcut constructions are in 
cluded. 
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High School sewing is naturally of a more advanced type. 
The aim being to improve and elaborate on Junior High 
school work and to gain confidence in handling materials and 
patterns, cutting, fitting and assembling garments from a 
commercial standpoint. They may make anything in the 
line of sewing, using all kinds of materials. Heretofore 
they were limited to cotton material as it was easiest to 
work on and most economical. All possible consideration is 
given the girl who would like to elect sewing but cannot pro- 
vide herself with the necessary material. She is allowed to 
sew for others. 


The value of frequent and correct use of the iron in con- 
structing garments is taught in all the classes. 


‘The new electric machine has been extremely helpful in 
relieving the burden on our older foot treadle machines and 
in speeding up the work of the high school classes. 


A Household Arts course in the public schools is being 
recognized as a necessity to the average girl more and more. 


In closing I wish to thank you, Mr. Ferguson, the prin- 
cipal and all teachers and parents who have co-operated 
with me so willingly.

Report of School Physician

Dear Mr. Ferguson: 


Since the opening of schools in September, all the school 
buildings have been visited and inspected and the annual 
examination of the pupils has been completed. Conditions 
from the point of health have been satisfactory and no ma- 
jor problem was found. A gradual but steady improvement 
in health and remediable defects is being noted from year to 
year. 


In May, there were six cases of scarlet fever in the Junior 
High School. Daily inspection of the pupils was done and 
one carrier, a case in the desquamating stage, was found 
and he was isolated. After his isolation no more cases oc- 
curred. 


As in former years, in June, examination of pre-school 
children were held in three different localities and we were 
gratified with the attendance and interest of those present. 
We feel this is a good proceedure and offers the parents an 
opportunity of having defects corrected before the child 
enters school.

Dear Mr. Ferguson: 


I hereby submit my report as School Nurse in the Mill- 
bury Schools. 


The annual physical examinations of the school children 
have been completed by Dr. A. A. Brown, and the notices of 
defects found have been sent to parents. 


A list of defects found in grades one to eight follows: en- 
larged and diseased tonsils, 197; enlarged glands, 18; poor 
nutrition, 9; defective hearts, 26; poor posture, 10. 


The following is a sumary of the work completed during 
the school year: home visits, 620; health talks, 225; first 
aid treatments, 140; children taken to clinics, 20; taken 
home, 27; Chadwick Clinic follow-up visits, 12. 


The following clinics were held: 


A pre-school clinic was held at the High, Dorothy Manor 
and East Millbury schools. Sixty-three children were ex- 
amined. oe 


Forty-two dental clinics were held at the office of Dr. M. 
M. Hennebery and the following work was completed: amal- 
gam fillings permanent teeth, 643; porcelain fillings, 5; tem- 
porary teeth extractions, 66; permanent teeth extractions, 
8; prophylaxis, 51; treatments, 7. Most of this work was 
done in the first three grades. 


Miss Helen Walsh reports the following work done in the

clinic for grades seven and eight: amalgam fillings, 198; 
porcelain fillings, 9; prophylaxis, 21; extractions, 9; treat- 
ments, 5. 


Six children had tonsils removed at Hahnemann Hospital 
at a clinic sponsored by the Kiwanis Club. 


The Worcester County Health Clinic for the detection of 
early tuberculosis was held in May. 149 pupils were given 
the tuberculin test to which 27 reacted and were X-Rayed. 


We were able to send two boys to Sterling Health Camp 
for eight weeks. 


The annual eye test has been given. The ears will be test- 
ed later in the year with an audiometer loaned to us by the 
State Department of Public Health. 


Cases of scarlet fever, measles, and whooping-cough 
were reported, but we had no serious epidemic. 


Health day was celebrated as usual. A series of talks on 
“Charm” were given to the high school girls by Mrs. Al- 
bertine MacKellar of the State Department of Health. 


Plain and chocolate milk is being sold at the schools un- 
der the auspices of the District Nursing Association. 


Appreciating the need of constantly keeping in touch with 
the trends of nursing education, I attended the six weeks’ 
course at Simmons College in July and August, and I am 
now attending the fifteen weeks’ course on Health Education 
at Worcester State College. 


I wish to thank you, Mr. Ferguson, the teachers, and par- 
ents for their interest and cooperation in carrying on the 
health program.

I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Drawing in 
the Millbury Schools. 


The course of study in Art is planned to cultivate in the 
child an appreciation of his tools, a regard for neat, order- 
ly, and conscientious work, and the spirit of the artist who 
creates beauty for his own satisfaction, and the enjoyment 
of others. 


Considerable emphasis is placed upon design as a basis. 
Borders and surface patterns, illustrating the principles of 
harmony, rythm, and balance are made. 


The aim in color study is to develop the ability to use color 
in agreeable and harmonious combinations. The increasing 
use of color in clothing, home furnishings, and manufactured 
articles generally, make a study of color of vital importance 
to young people. 


Lettering and poster making are primarily problems in 
design. This type of work seems to be of particularly prac- 
tical use in school and community activities. The annual 
humane poster contest provides a stimulus for much excel- 
lent work in lettering and pictorial arrangement. 


Representation includes various types of drawing—free © 
illustration, imaginative drawing, and nature drawing. 
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The junior high school work carried on by Miss Ellen 
Leary includes all the above mentioned subjects. The 
problems are designed to discover and develop talent and 
interests which may become the basis for hobbies or avoca- 
tions. 


The art program in the high school aims to provide 
instruction for those with special inclinations and abilities 
who may follow some special field of the arts as a vocation. 
Application of design and color harmony in carved and 
painted wooden rings, bracelets, buckles, buttons and can- 
dle-holders have produced very attractive pieces for gifts.
